OOR K gers had never had fo 

many Irons in the Fire before; his 
Love, and lus Living, alternatcly joſtled 
for Admiſſion to his Conſideraticn, till 
they rendered his Brain but a Jump of 
Confuſion, uncapable of fixing upon 
either, 

All the Calmnaſs of Temper, and Se— 
renity of Mind, that were heretofore li; 
conitant Companions, had now deſerted 
their Settli ment; and in their room, had 
left only Uncertainty, Diſtruſt, and Per- 
plexity, which preyed ſo upon his Fa- 
cuitcs, as to have cnervated them tor

This way of thinking, I ſay my

leads you into, and in which, beth an 
Head and Heart like yours, can neither

Sir Reger rephed, upwards 
of nine thouſand FPounis; and what 
would you give my Brothers and Sitters 
a Piece ? ſaid Fee. I he Baronet's Re- 
ply was, three thouſand Pounds a Piece, 
And little enough too, faid 7ce, poor 
Things; but they ſhall none of them 
want, 
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want, whilſt I have it. Well! let it 
be done Father, let it be done, the 
ſooner the better, I think. 

All running on ſo ſmoothly to the old 
Gentleman's \\ iſh, we may be ſure he 
loſt no I ime in perfecting what he had 
ſo felicitouſly began; and the Judges be- 
ing then upon their Circuit, much ex- 
pedited the Matter; in ſo much, that 
in a little above a Fortnight, the Deeds 
for leading the Uſe of the Recovery 
were tinithed, and brought for Execu- 
tion.

the Partics, and ſtill proceeding further 
and further, one Sentence drawing on 
another ; at length he tound, that to his 
beſt Apprehenſion, his Father and he 
had made over the Eſtate to a Stranger, 
whoſe Name he had never ſo much as 
heard of betore. 

Here Joe ſtopped for a While, to con- 
ſider what the Meaning ot this might be; 
but not being able with all his Skill to 
make it out, he was reſolved to ſee what 
would follow, when he found it to be 
In truſt for his Father, and his Heirs, 
Ay! right, ſaid 7ce to himſelt, there is 
ſome Myſtery in all Crafts.

and his Heirs. Heirs! ay, faid /e, that 
means me don't it? You, Sir, ſaid the 
Lawyer, are the Heir apparent. its true;

Father had only his Life in it now he 
has a Fee in it. What do you man by 
a Fee? Sir, ſaid Fee: Prithec on, ſaid 
Sir Agger, don't interrupt the Gentle— 
man in his Proceedings. Let him go 
on ; let him go through with ut: Can 
you imagine he knows not his own Buſi- 
neſs? 1 don't doubt it, Sir, ſaid Joe; 
but if we pay for his Knowledge, why 
ſhould he not deliver it to us? — I ſay, 
Sir, added Foe, pray anſwer me what 
you mean by a Fee, that you ſay my 
Father is to have now? Indeed, Son, 
ſaid Sir Reger, I am aſhamed of you. 
Fy, ty, you would not keep the Gentle- 
man here all Night, would you? If I 
do, Sir, faid Je, we have Beds enough 
in the Houſe, Will you plealc to an- 

{wer 
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ſwer me, Sir? ſaid Joe. Why, Sir, 
ſaid the Lawyer, when any Man has 
the whole and fole Right, Title, and 
Property to an i ſtate, he is ſaid to nave 
the Fee of it. Then, ſud Jer. how can 
thelc two 1 erms poſſituy (tin together? 
You mad juſt nov, that it was in Trult 
for my Father and vis jleirs z and now, 
you ſay, he has it all himlelt, Surcly, 
if I underſtand Common %nfe, no fingle 
one of two Poficſſors can have all to 
him ſelt; unleis you mean by your Fee, 
that he has ail Right, and twenty other 
Things that you named juſt now, for 
his Lite only. 

You nuſ[:ppreher me, Sir, ſaid the 
Lawyer, Iicre Sir Peper grew fo im- 
patient, that he proteſted if the Gentle- 
man went not through with the Deed, 
without any more Interruption, he would 
it the Room; for that he could not 
bear ſo much Impertinence. 

Give me Leave, ſaid the Lawyer; let 
me in a ſingle Word or two fect your 
Son right. Sir, and I will proceed: 1 ſay, 
Sir, continued the Lawyer, he that has 
an ſtate to him and his Heirs, has the 
Fee I ipeak of, and may diſpoſe of the 
Eſtate in what Manner and to whom he

Sir Heger fell ioul of the Lawyer, for 
forcing his Nonſenſe upon his Son, whe- 
the: he would or no. What Buſineſs 
had he to run a Diviſion upon 1 crms 
and Phrales ? Could he not have inſiſted 
that thote were the Words tor convey- 
ing Jitates, and have ſaid no more? 
But cvery Quack, he ſaid, would be 
dabbiing in hard Words; till clearing 
them up, for the moſt Part, ſome Miſ- 
chief enſucd. 

Jhe lawyer inſiſted, it was but a 
reaſonable Part in him, to clear up any 
Difficulty ſtarted by a Party to the Deed;

Father's: Wherever a Perſon once aims, 
by falſe Colourings, at my Deception, 
for his own Ends, never more will I 
truſt that Perſon ; for though I may not 
hate the Man, I will deteſt his Practices, 
and never will I join in any of them, 
however plauſibly pious. 

My Father told me the Lawyer had 
becn to blame, and had acted contrary 
to his Inſtructions ; but I can now tell 
my Father, that the Lawyer is incri- 
minous, and that he acted only [rom my 
Father*s Inſtructions.

diſoblige a Father, by ſuch ſtinging Re- 
proachcs and Invectives as you have 
dealt in, who during his Life Time, 
at leaſt, has it ſo far in his Power to 
a{lliſt you, that, without his Aid, you 
muſt beg or ſtarve. 

| hope, ſaid Joe, you have more Ho- 
reſty than to trump up this terrible 
Story to aſfright me; but it is all one 
to me from whatever Motive it ariſes; 
am not in the leaſt ſtaggered at it, or 
{hall I be, ſo long as I can preſerve my 
Integrity untainted : For he that feeds 
the Ravens when they cry to him, he 
that clothes the Lillies m Brightneſs be- 
vond the Glory of Sclomon, will never 
ſuffer me to ſtarve, whilſt I ſuffer for 
his ſake. 

Mr. Rzegers then riſing, and claſping 
Ice in lis Arms, My dear Pupil, ſaid 
he. J admire thy Conſtancy, which 1 
before condemned as Obſtinacy. From 
henceforth J ſhall wiſh you well; but 
never Furpol to adviſe you, who are far 
more dt ſerving the Command of me;

do : For you know it becomes me to 
keep in with the old Gentleman, ſince 
the deeper 1 am in his Favour, the more 
certainly ſhall I be prtſented to it. 

Surely ! ſaid Joe, you would not gain 
it by Simony, would you? Simony ? 
ſaid Rogers; how can you call it ſo, when 
no Money paſſes between us? I pre 
ſume, ſaid Foe, you may not lately have 
looked into that Crime, its Nature, and 
Infamy, which conſiſts of more Parts, 
I dare ſay, than you are well aware of: 
Nor can | believe, from my own good 
Opinion of you, that for the Sake of 
many times that Benefice, you would 
fly in the Face of our great Maſter, fo 
as to graſp it through a Fence of In- 
famy. 

What makes it Simony, in the ge- 
ncral Acceptation of the Thing, ſaid 
Mr. Regers is, when either by myſelt, 
or another, with my Conſent, and Pri- 
vity, Money is paid to the Patron, to 
purchaſe his Will to preſent me: For 
added he, you know it aroſe from the 
Act 
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Act of Simon Magus, at Samaria, offering 
the Apoſtles a Reward, it they would 
give him Power, by the laying on of his 
Hands, to conſer the like Gifts that they 
beſtowed ; but what ſaid the Apoſtle ? 
continued 'Mr. Rogers; Why, thy Mo- 
ney periſh with thee, So that you ſee 
it is the giving of Money only, that is 
criminal, trom that Warrant. 

] perceive, ſaid Zee, you have not 
waded far in this ſor and though 
you are my Tutor, I believe you wil! 
not think the worſe of me, for having 
dipped into more Particulars in my 
Studies, than you are aware of. 

Now, you will find in the Books, 
added he, three Kinds of Simony ; 
Manus, Oris, & Miniſterii; ſo that not 
on:y the Hand in giving, may be guilty, 
but the Mouth, by Adulations, and Sy- 
cophantiſm; and both Body and Head, 
by any Manner of Service done, or to 
be done. 

As for the Conſideration, it is the 
ſame Thing on what it is beſtowed, if a 
due Regard is not primarily had, to the 
Worth and Abilities of the Perſon pre- 
ſented ; or if he is not fully qualified 
tor accepting the Cure : For with Rela- 

tion 
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tion to the great Biſhop of our Souls, 
it is much alike Caſe, whether Money, 
- Friendſhip, Kindred, or any other car- 
nal Regard, or Service, is the Jcadirg 
Motive to the Nomination. 

It may be true, ſaid Mr. Reger:, 
where an unmeet Perſon is preſented, for 
private Regards or Services ; but as no 


Man, not in holy Orders, is i” 24s of 


being preſented to a Bencfice, ſo in or- 
der to his being qualified, he is again 
to be examined by the Biſhop, before he 
can be poſſeſſed of it. 

I ſay not that your Perſon is unmecet, 
replied 7ce; but your Methods are ſinful ; 
it to engage the Patron to preſent you, 
you either flatter him, or otherwiſe cajole 
him into that good Liking of you, for 
which he thinks you claim from him a 
Reward, and he compenſates you with 
the Donation of that Living. Whereas, 
though you do the ſame Service, if you 
perform it not with a View of cxciting 
the Patron's Favour to you in that Be- 
nefice ; yet, if he gives it you for the 
Sake of that, and you know it to be fo, 
it is equally criminal, as 1! the Bencfice 
was the End of your Service : Fur he 
that attains to advancement through Ar- 


lite, 
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oſecuting the ſame indirect Means, 
whilſt a better Benefice in the Kingdom, 
can but ſtand within the Reach of his 

Acquirement. 
He, added Joe, who lays the Senſe 
of his Duty in the holy Function to 
Heart, having dedicated himielf to the 
Minittry ; as he ought to have no No- 
tion ot runing without being lent, ſo 

neither ought he, after the Curſe u 
El's Poſterity, to go haw king about, 
praying one, and then another, to put 
him into one of the Pricſts Olhces, that 
he may eat a Piece of Bread. Can they 
not truſt their Maltcr, to whoſe call they 
profeſs to have to the Miniſtry, and 
proceed by fitting themſelves tor their 
Duty, waiting in the meanwhile for the 
Intepuſition of Providence in their Fa- 
vour, to open to them fone Way to a 
fair Station in the Church? for they 
need not doubt, but if their Call is from 
his Spirit, he will ſtir up ſome Heart to 
contribute to their Promotion, without 
their cieicencing to any of the ſordid 
Jraſhck | have before- mentioned, or 
tho ſe ſcandalous Methods, which draw 
atter them ſuch a Proſtitution of Mind, 
as 
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as renders them the Contempt of their 
Function. 
Let us again conſider, added Foe, 
what Conſolation ſuch Wretches can en- 
Joy, upon their Affairs turning out croſs 
to them. Can they fly to their Maſter 
for Aid ? No, they waited not for his 
Aid in the Procurement of their Bene- 
fices. They were Sclt-ſervers, and muſt 
extricate themſclves from their Difficul- 
ties, by their own Craft and Policy. 
Nay, their own Conſciences will, upon 
every evil Occurrence, charge all to the 
indirect Means they have been practic- 
ing; nor Can a Man, who by illegal 
Methods, and a pr: varicating Oath ob- 
tains a Benefice, truely repent thereof, 
but by relinquiſhing it; and unleſs this 
is Cont, he lives and dies in his Sin, un- 
repented of. He may deceive his Hock; 

but never the good Maſter Shepherd. 
Mr. Rogers was charmed with his Pu- 
pil's Diicourſe, concluc ing with limfclt, 
that he would make a great Nan; but 
now the Chariot, which her Lad yſhip 
had ſent for Miſs Rachel, turting into 
the Yard, and Nr Kepgers y her; 
it was high Time to break off, that h 0 
miglit 
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might even fly to the Society of his 
Miſtreſs. 

Her Ladyſhip, all Dinner-time, and 
after, watched every Look and Motion 
of the Lover towards her God-Daugh- 
ter, that ſhe might form the truer Etti- 
mate of his Paſſion for her ; till being 
ſatisfied he was ſafcly entrapped, ſhe 
had little more to do, than at a proper 
Opportunity, to make her Advantage 
of it. 

The following Morning, her Lady- 
ſhip attacked him, fur his Opinion of 
her God-child ; how he liked her; and 
told him, ſhe thought ſhe would make 
him a good Wife. She was a moſt 
ſweet tempered Girl, ſhe {aid ; an ex- 
cellent Occonomiſt, and as virtuous a 
young Lady as any in all the adjacent 
Counties. 

Having given her all theſe Fncomi- 
ums, ſhe added to the reſt, how pretty 
a Fortune ſhe mult needs be at Mr. 
Cr:/:*s Death; upon which Repers fetch- 
ing a Sigh, replied, that Sir Roger had 
rol.i him ſo much, which was a main Ob- 
jection to his declaring the Paſſion he had 
conceived for her, at the firſt Interview 
he had with her: For that ſhe would never 
con- 
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condeſcend to him, whoſe all would be 
diſſolved upon his Marriage, unleſs he 
could avail himſclf of ſome Bencfice, 
that might promiſe her a future gentcel 
Support. 

Mr. Regers, ſaid her Ladyſhip, it is 
only between Friends; have you a ſin- 
cere Regard for Miſs Rachel ? If it was 
poſſible, he ſaid, for Man to be ſincere, 
and he knew his own Heart, he was ſo. 

Shall I ſpeak a good Word tor you? 
demanded her Ladyſhip; for ſhe be- 
heved, no one could have more Influence 
over her than herſelf, ſhe ſaid. Mr. 
Rogers confeſſed himſelf Debtor for her 
Ladyſhip's Favour ; but to what Pur- 

ſe would it be, he ſaid, till he could 

enabled to maintain her? lye that up- 
on me, ſaid her Ladyſhip.

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Regard I have for you Sir, as a ſober 
and diſcreet Gentleman, whom I ſhal! 
admire prodigiouſſy for a Neighbour, [ 
am almoſt inclined to inſiſt upon carry- 
ing you through, both with your Love, 
and your Bencfice. How lay you, 
Mr. Rogers ? added ſhe. 

The poor Parſon was ſo top full of 
Acknowledgements, as to be even at a 
Lots tor I.xpretlions, tunable to the 
Bletiings he had in Expectation, from 
the Intereſt her | adyſhip might exert for 
his Scrvice : So that aſſuring her, ſhe 
mighit ever command lus beſt Services, 
ant as he muſt owe all his tuture Bcre- 
fits in Lite to ler Beneticence, he ſhould 
never elteem himſelf in more reaſonable 
wyployment, he fail, than whilſt he 
was daily in las Pravers, 1mploing every 
Bl-Wrg in Lite upon ber and her Fa- 
mil. 

zer Lady thip then mentioning her 
Son, and the Irouble it was to her, to 
ſce his Father and lum fo oppoſite to 
each other in their Ways of 1 Hinkzng, 
mil tor a triffing Viikike ; (the toll 
Wr.

himſelf in the Affair, he might by pru- 
dent Management and Perſwaſives, bring 
about that deſirable Reconciliation be- 
tween them, which ſhe ſhould deſpair 
of by any other Means. Nay, added 
ſhe, I am in hopes you will yourſelf be 
no loſer by it, Sir, as you may aſſure 
yourſclt, that ſo valuable a Piece of Ser- 
vice to the Family, will not fail of ex- 
citing my double Diligence in your own 
Affairs. 

Mr. Rogers, who had ſo lately im- 
bibed the Doctrines of his Pupil, con- 
cerning Simony, prevented her proceed- 
ing any further in that Strain, by aſſur- 
ing her what an Inclination he had for 
reſtoring Peace to her Family. This, 
he told her, he would therefore at- 
tempt, with all his Rhetorick, and in 
caſc the young Gentleman would but 
tiently hear what he ſhould offer, he 
was not without hopes of proving ſuc- 
ceſsſul. 

Mr. Regers was terribly afraid, leſt 
her Ladyſlup ſhould have puſhed on 
her Proteflions to him, within the Verge 
ot a ſimoniacal Contract, of which, he 
now had a far other Opinion, than be- 
fore his laſt Contcrence with his Pupil ;

Ot Ins Reacincls to proceed with it; but 
how am I decaved ! what Lengths will 
nut Selt-Intcrett carry Men! even thoſe 
who make a Shew ot the molt exquiſite 
Sanctity 
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Sanctity ot Manners : For what elſc 
could have prevailed for his breaking, 
through, not only his Father's folemn 
Requeſt, his own ſerious Engagement, 
and ſo equitable and conſcientious an 
Act, as that of making ſome future Pro- 
viſion for thirteen Sons and Daughters, 
all equally my Children with himſelt, 
and all his own Brethren and Siſters, 
partaking of the ſame Fleſh and Blood 
with him? What, Mr. Repers, added 
he, is Four Hundred Pounds a-picce to 
marry my Daughters with? What the 
like Sum to ſettle my Sons in the World? 
A mere Farmer, or common Tradeſ- 
man, now-a-days, would be aſhamel 
to do ſo little for his Children; but 
thus, Sir, theſe, continued he, can work 
tur a Support, hav; ing ever been trained 
up to it; but mine, having ever been 
more delicately educate, muſt ſtarve, 
tor want both of Knowledge and Capa- 
city for the Labours, witch would plea- 
lurably luitain oth: rs. 

I ruſt own to you Mr. Rrgers, 
added he, that it (ven males me mad, 
to reflect that /ce ſhould, through my 
Folly at the Jim of my Marriage, run 
away with all from the reſt of my Off- 

ſpring 
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ſpring, and leave them Beggars; and 
elpecially, ſince from the Poſitivencis 
of his Inclination, and the Ruſticity of 
his Manners, he 1s not formed by Na- 
ture for the polite Gentl- man, or by any 
mcans to make a Figure with his Eflate, 
What I want with you therefore, Mr. 
Regers, added he, is to have your Opi- 
nion of the Caſe, ulether you imagine 
Fee may be, by any Xleans, brought 
over to aſſent to my Deſire at laſt. 

I know not what to ſay, truly, Sir, 
replied Mr. Rezers : | bcluve there ate 
but few young Gentlemen who niigut 
not; elpccialiv, having elpouſed the 
Thing from their own Inclnaticon, and 
Senic of its Juſtice and Neceſſity z but 
then, Sir, added he, Were will you 
find one in a Million ſo ſtrictk an Advo- 
cate for an open and undityuicd Free- 
dom ot Thought and Actin as your 
Son? who, as his Spirit can no ways 
condeſcend to a mean Action, or a con- 
cealed Sentiment in humſelt, fo neither 
can he tolerate it in any other: Nay, 
ſo high has he firained the Point, and 
fo untorm has lus Deportment ever 
been, even in the minuteſt Circumitances, 
that not only amongſt lits Intimates at 

Vor. I. 8 Concge, 
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College, but generally through the whole 
City, he is ſcarce known by any other 
Name than of Jce Blunt; though I 
muſt ſay tor him, that he is even more 
elteemed from the gencral Character 
that is there ſpread of him, as Foe Blunt, 
than perſonally known there: Nay, lam 
well perſuaded, that though not one in 
five Hungred of the Inhabitants web!

Mr. Rogers, 
ſaid the Baronet ; bur Ict him be what 
he will. or do what he please s cilewhere, 
my Bultnels now is, to reduce his Stuh- 
bornnels to my preſent Occaſions ; an 
tor that P: rpoſe, diſcrediting my own 
Abilities, I am determined to aſſault him 
by you, whoſe Capacity, for Argument, 
muſt ſet at a ſuperior Rate to my own:

ruptly, 
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Er 


Rogers greo!!y diſtreſſed. Joe ſends Ro- 
gers 40 his Father, Meſſage by Ro- 
gers to Joe, with Offer of Marriage. 
Rejected ty Joe. Crott's Living ef- 
fered to Rogers. He refuſes it ; and 
hv, Sir Roger flights lim. Rogers 
leaves him. 


HAT Mr. R-rgers had feared 
from her Iadyihip, her Hul- 
band had now complcated. His Succeſs 
with Joe was made the Terms of his 
Preſentation by the Baronet ; ſo that the 
Benefice was become incompatible with 
his Fnicavoms. It thele prove fruit- 
leſs, Sir Reger was under no Obligation 
to preſent ; if proſperous, the poor 
Gentleman could nut accept it; and 
thus was both his Amour and his Bene- 
hee repdertd abortive, from the over 
Zeal of the ignorant Baronet. 
oor Reg:rs's Hopes being thus 
fruſtrated, tor being a very ſober, con— 
ſcientious Man, he was determincd, tall 
Back tail Lege, to engage in nothing 
tor a litile temporal | icterment, that 


might 
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might lay a dead Weight upon every 
his future Enjoyments) he had Thoughts 
of quitting the Country, and of forth- 
with retiring to College again, where he 
had ever hitherto lived happily ; and 
though not in Affluence, in a peaceful 
Mediocrity : But then, how he ſhould 
honourably quit the Baronet's, at a Time 
when his Preſence was more than ever 
required, and that, after io generous an 
Entertainment as he had received there, 
he was at a great Loſs about; for ſhould 
he go befure he had ever diſcourſed his 
Pupil, as his Father had recommended 
to him, what would be more readily in- 
ferred from thence, by Sir R-ger and 
his Lady, than that their Son had been 
encouraged by him, in his rebellious 
Principles, and that for fear of a Di- 
cloſure thereof to his Shame, he had ſo 
inceremoniouſly fled the Pit.

Farth to be intruſted with them ; rot 
only as himſelf was concerned therein, 
virtually, but alſo, as his Temper was 
ſuch, that he knew not how to paliate it 
1: any Caſe, if the Queſtion was once 
put to him. 

llowever, Mr. Toſeph ſeeming fo 
heartily his Friend, and ſo generouſly 
concerned for his Uneaſineſs, Mr. Regers 
at length told him, that a Man of his 
unreſerved Nature was not to be truſted 
with T hings that ought to be conſerved 
as Secrets; in that, ſhould his Know- 
ledge of them be demanded, he would 
judge himſelf inexcuſable in prevarica- 
ring. 

7 ſhould ſo, ſaid Joe, that's true 
enough; but am 1 bound to anſwer to 
thoſe impertinent Queſtions that every

then to anſwer to any thing wherein I 
am <njvined Secrecy, I ſhould not, 
continued he, be ſo impatient for the.

way ſctve you by. 

This Acknowledgment of Joe's was 
as ample a Security "tor Pertormance, as 
the Oath or Bond ut any other Man 
could be: So that in order to ove Vent 
to his Conlli&t, Mr. Rogers tairly toll 
Ice the whole Truth, of his Nliſtrets, 
the Living, the Condlitions annexed to 
it; and that the Caution he had given 
him the other Day, relative to *1mony, 
had determined hum to quit the Chace, 
and forſake all, rather than injure lu: 
Conſcience: That he was reſolved to go 
of? to College again; but knew not how, 
abruptly, to leave a Family which tac! 
condeicended to treat him fo rene- 
rowully, 

(3 < Come. 
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Come, come, ſaid Joe, this Inquietude 
will be of but ſhort Duration; the Sa- 
tisſaction to redound from a ſerious Re- 
ſſection, upon having performed your 
Duty, when once the Hurry of your 
Spints 15 a little compoſed again, will 
tar over-compenſate for the little Con- 
fuſion that your Faculties travel with at 
prelent ; but let me adviſe you to return 
to my Father, and aſſure him that du 
can make nothing of me: That I am 
inflexible in my Determination, never to 
ſet my Hand to any thing relative to his 
Eſtate: That I have no leſs Tenderneſs 
in my Diſpoſition for my Brothers and 
Siſters, than himſelf ; which, in proper 
Seaſon, I ſhall not fail of exerting in 
due Manner. Theſe being my Senti- 
ments, you e e him, are what alone 
you can draw from me, as what I will 
never depart from. 

Perhaps, added he, if he conceives 
you have been ſo induſtrious as to do 
what you can in Favour of him; for I 
here aſſure you, no Art or tloquence of 
yours, or any other Man's, can ever 
move me to a further Conceſſion; he 
may ſtill incline to give you the Bene- 
{tice ; but take care, continued he, how 

you 
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you receive it; it will be but a Snare to 
you, tho* the expreſs Condition where- 
upon you was to have it, 1s not per- 
formed ; for I only recommend the 
above to you, that you may not ſcem 
ſo ungratetul as to leave my Father, at 
a Time when he wants your Aid, with- 
out ſhewing him, that your Power will 
extend no further. After this is done, 
I ſhall think your Preſence at College 
will be more uſcful to you than here, 
and ſhall preſs vour Stay no longer. 

Whether ever I ſhall fee you there cr 
not, added Fre, I cannot ſay ; or what 
Courle wy Father may take with me, 
for what he calls Dilubcdience ; but 
wherever I am, Vir. R:gers, ſaid he, 
be ſatisfied I ſhall retain a grateſul Sent. 
of all your Goodneſs to me, and Pall 
not Orly rejoice at your Welfare, but 
with Chceartuln Is contribute to it, wins 
ever it may be in my Power, 

Mr. Regers accepted the Advice «of 
his Papil, and arplying to Sir Rog, h- 
formed him of his Sc, hncl Refelttion. 51 
Contradiction to which, ro Diſſuaßve of 
hs coul] ava; adus, that it was the 
mcumbert upon lun, to return lim and 
his Lady ail Rlauzer of Ack itdg- 

1 zwents 
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ments for their abundant Civilities to 
him, during his Stay with them, and to 
acquaint him, that after fo long an Ab- 
ſence from College, it was high Time 
for him to return. He did not know 
whether Sir Reger would ſpare his Son 
to go with him, he ſaid; bas that he 
had Thoughts of ſetting forwards as the 
next Day. 

Sir Roper ſeemed greatly l 
at Rogers*'s Report from his Son; 
much more ſo, at the Hint of 5 ſo 
peedy Departure. He thanked him tor 
the Pains he had taken for reclaiming 
ſo infamous a Reprobate ; but if he 
would oblige him fo far as to deter his 
Journey for a few Days, till he could 
make one more Offer, which he would 
vive him in Commiſſion to his Son, he 
ſhould eſteem it a great Favour.

Rogers replied, that at Sir Ro2e”+ 
Requeſt, he would propote the Atta. 
to lis Son, though he could not na 
cine what Kind of Reception it wo til! 
meet; he having never, durir g lu Know 
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ledge of him, heard Mr. Brunt men- 
tion any one Woman in the World, as 
preferable to the Run of Womankind. 
He ſoon met with an Opportunity for 
revealing Sir Roger's Plealure to Joe, 
which he expreſſcd in the neareſt Terms 
poſſible to thoſe his Father had men- 
tioned the Lady to him; and by the 
voung Gentleman's Delay of a Reply, 
ſuſpected, that he had done the Buſineſs,

Rogers, for what you may eſteem fa- 
vourable Sentiments of me; but you 
was plcaſed to couple that Benefice with 
ſo incliſpenſible a Condition a» mult for 
ever diſqualify me for its Acceptance. 

As how? ſaid Sir Roger. What Con- 
dition? I require nothing of you. I 
will voluntarily preſent you to it, when 
it ſhall tall vacant. No, Sir, ſaid Mr, 
Rogers, now | can be expected no fur- 
ther to ſerve you, you require no fur- 
ther from me; but whilſt it was hoped 
I might, you required that of me, as a 
Condition tor obtaining it, which will 
ever exclude me trom 1t. 

I know not, Sir, ſaid Mr. Regers, 
whether you are apprized of what >1- 
mony is, of which you are, in my Mind, 
as -uilty, in conditioning with me for 
the Purchate of that Benetice, as I ſhoul( 
be, who have aimed at performing the 
Condition of the Purchaic, was I to re— 
ccwe 
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ceive it from you. Theſe Things, Sir, 
added he, though we call them our 
own, and may diſpoſe them to whom 
we pleaſe, are not legally to be condi- 
tioned for: Every Act by me, pur- 
chaſing your Favour, for the ſake of the 
Living, makes the Preſentment a Sale, 
not only as to you, but alſo as to what- 
ever Incumbent ſhall come in u 
thoſe Terms, and is ſinful ; wherefore, 
that I may no way partake in a cri- 
minal Act with you, Sir, I muſt take 
the Liberty of declining your Offer. 

By my Faith, ſaid Sir Roger, you 
aſtoniſn me; and liad I not been pre- 
acquainted with my Son's Temper, I 
ſhould have ſworn he had learnt it of 
you. Not accept of a good Living, be-

I am perfectly eaſy at my I.ofs, Sir, 
ſaid Mr. Rogers, ſince I could not be a 
Gainer upon meeter Terms: For what 
ou propoſed, Sir, are too bitter for the 
eliſh of my Confcience ; that Con- 
ſcience, Sir, added he, that I would ra- 
ther have my Friend, than to poſſeſs an 
earthly Diadem, at Enmity with it. 

Sir Roger was ſo full of Regers's Re- 
fuſal, that he carried it to his Lady di- 
rectly; who. from what her Husband 
had reported, conceived a far worſe Opi- 
nion of an Univerſty Education, than 
ever ſhe had before done. 

She hid a great Mind to have trie! 
her Skill in his Reduction to a better 
way of thinking, fur the ſake of her 
God- child; but Sir Reper pronounci: ';

him a rank Obſtinate. ſhe deſiſted: S 
that after another Night ſpent at Sir 


Reger's, he took Hotle for Oxfer

OE was now left alone, with ſuch 
good Friends as he was certain 
would glory in his Deſtruction ; how- 
ever, he ſtrengthened himſelf in his In- 
tegrity, and having before judged it his 
Duty to contribute ſomewhat largely, 
from the fine Eſtate that was to deſcend to 
him, for the Benefit of his Brothers and 
Siſters, he came to a Reſolution with 
himſelf, that no Perſecution, by his Fa- 
ther, ſhould ever divert him from fo 
neceſſary a Duty towards them ; but 
then, as his Father had once attempted, 
and ſo nearly perfected an Impoſition

It happened moſt happily tor Joe, 
that his Landlady proved a good mo-

over him, as to be leit ſcarce able to 
think or ſpeak ; but as the other Vaper 
was ordered tur him torthwith, he open- 
ed its Scal, and found it to be the Will 
of his dect aſcu Uncle, dated but a very 
few Days be tore.

Ice was ſcarce able to ſtand whilſt he 
had read ghe Will through, when as his 
Loruſhip's Man was in the Room with 
him, and his Uncle's Servant at the 
Door, he ordered the former out from 
him, and locking the Door after him, 
Ice threw himiſclf upon the Ground, in 
Adoration of the Divine Being, for the 
mercitul Tr:atment he had then re- 
ceived from him. He confeſſed his Un- 
worthineſs ; bleſſed the Goodneſs of Pro- 
vidence in not only pr: venting his im- 

ding Suffe rings who had meant well 
in what he had given his Father Of- 
fence, but in rewarding him ſo far be-

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No ſooner had Foe diſpatched away 
the above to his Lordſhip, than mount- 
ing his own Horlce (as I may now call 
it) that his late Uncle's Servant had 
brought him, the Fellow and he made 
the ſpeedieſt March of it to his Scat; 
here the Steward and Servants all 
buzzed about him to know whether he 
was their Mallcr or not. 
Mr. Recbins, as the Senior of the 
Houſe, accoſted him with his Hopes, 
that the iYVaper his Jecealed Maſter had 
ordered him to ſend lum was his Will; 
and that his Miſter had made him his 
Heir. Joe rephed, that he had; when 
not only the good old Man, but every 
other of the Servants. were too Joyous 
to expreſs themicives adequately : So 
that the whole Houſe was, for ſome 
1ime attcr broaching this News, but a 
Mredley or mere Contuſion.

This Letter being diſpatched to their 


Son, all Hands were at work tor the 
Mourning tor the whole Family, which 
being ſo numerous, not an Operator

Lxpence was cut out, for the compleat-

Good Man! ſaid Ice, why were all 
thcie Edibles laid in? To anſwer the 
Coniumption of ſuch an Addition of 

Mout!.s 
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Mouths as you expected to Day, Sir, 
ſaid Robins ; then never let us want for 
them to make uſe of it, ſaid Foe, whilſt 
we have poor Neighbours near us. Let 
one of the Fellows ſpend but a few Mi- 
nutes in giving out, that whoſoever will 
come ſhall be welcome, and we ſhall 
ſoon have Mouths enough to prevent 
the ſpoiling of our Dinner, by over- 
keeping. 

As tor myſclf, ſaid he, I ſhould be 
pleaſed at eating with them; but De- 
forbids it, whilſt my Uncle lies 
by the Walls: So that fend me up a 
Plate of any one Thing, it will ſuffice 
me, and let the Poor fit down to the 
Table, as ſpread tor my Father's Fa- 
mily, and let ſuch as have not Room to 
ſit, receive a Proportion home with 
them. When all is over, let me have 
your Sentiments, in what Way your 
Proviſion could have been better ex- 

ded. 

Ah! Sir, laid Rcbins, let all the 
World bclides vary, as we Gaily have 
Expericnce of them, you will be ever 
{till the ſame ; nor can I deſcry the leaſt 
Change in your Way of Thinking, bon 

V/at 
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what it was fifteen Years ago, when you 
lived with my old Maſter and Lady. 

I remember, Sir, ſaid Robins, that 
my Lady having given you a large Piece 
of Cake one Day, a poor Boy came by, 
as you was eating it by me at the Gate; 
who asking an Alms, you immediately 
gave him all your Cake. I well remem- 
ber, that I chid you for it. Fie! fie! 
Maſter, ſaid I, what will my Lady ſay, 
if ſhe ſhould know you have given your 
Cake away ? Your Reply was, that the 

Boy was hungry. I then told 
ou, that the Cake was too good for 
. not at all, poor Boy, ſaid you, 
I can get more, but he can't. I have 
many a Time ſince thought of that, 
and I now find you are only advanced in 
Stature of Body, with the very ſame 
good Diſpoſition ſtill, Well, Sir, ſaid 
he, I'll go fee your Orders punctually 
obeyed. 

As Jce had ſaid, even ſo it happened: 
For a Scrvant had but jult told two or 
three poor Families what was intended, 
when theſe ſpreading it from one to ano- 
ther, in leſs than an Hour, he had full 
tourſcore Heads of Houſes in his Par- 
lour, beſides abundance of Children, h 


Were 
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were by their Parents ordered to wait in 
the Yard, to ſee if any Thing was left. 
Theſe, Joe, by Chance eſpying as he 
looked from his Window, ſent tor Ro- 
bins to know who they were, that had 
thus collected themſclves in the Yard, 
and why they were not let in to Dinner? 
Robins replied, that their Parents, who 
were feaſting themlclves within, had 
ordered them there, in Caſe there ſhould 
he any Thing left ; hoping, that it would 
be given to them. 

Foe asked, if he imagined they might 
have any Thing in the Parlour? to 
which Rollins replied, that he durit lay, 
they would endeavour not to let any 
Thing go from them, though it might 
fall to their own Children. Then ſaid 
Joe, call all the young Ones into the 
Hall, and let them dine after the Ser- 
vants, upon what they leave. 

Ah! Sir, ſaid Recbins, the willing 
Mind ſeldom wants an Expedient; [ 
own, I was lorry to think thoſe little 
Ones would, probably, return balked in 
their Expectations z but I now ſce, you 
have chalked me out a N:cans that can 
never fail: For expecting ſo many of 
Sir Regers's Domeſticks in the 8 
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I had laid in a Stock ſufficient for them; 
which now, I perceive, you have found 
a fair Means to diſpoſe ot. 

In ſhort, all that came, having been 
amply ſupplied, both old and young; 
Joe asked Rol ins what Things he had 
Jaid in for Supper? He named to him 
the ſeveral Covers. Well then, ſaid 
Foe, as theſe alſo muſt be properly em- 
ployed, divide them amongſt my Gueſts, 
and let them make ule ot them when 
they pleaſe. 

No ſooner was the Funeral over, than 
on the very next Day, Fee, taking old 
Robins to his Aſſiſtance, looked over his 
late Uncle's Drawers, Boxes, and other 
Repoſitories, where Things of Value 
are for the moſt Part diſpoſed of. Here 
he found about fifteen hundred Pounds 
only in Caſh; butStock Receipts, Bonds, 
Notes, Mortgages, and othcr Securities, 
to the amount of forty-ſcven thouland 
Pounds ; beſides Jewels, Plate, and 
Curioſities, to the Value of five or ix 
Thouſand more; and ſuch an Overflow 
ing of all Manner of Houſhold Linen, as 
was lie to live an hundred Years longer, 
he could ſcarce fee an End of, 
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As to the Apparel, lth of his Un- 
cle's and his Aunt's, it was there packed 
up in ſuch abundance, that he thought 
he ſhould ſcarce ever go through with 
it; but as Fe muit either have made 
no new Purchaſcs, or not have had room 
to Gdilpylc of them, without iNtrodi ucts 
more Furniture than was necdtul; he 
forchwith diſtributed the mot worn of 
his Uncle“ and Aunt's Clothes, amongſt 
his Servants; when there ſtill being many 
ot the bettermoſt left, he reſerved tliem 
tor more ſuitable Objects, ſuch as p23 
Houle- keepers and their Vives, We 
had come to \V}isiortune; nor Was 1 
long betore he had caicd hach of 
their whole I cad. 

He now paid all his Servants the Be- 
nevolence he had promiſcd them, from 
the Conſtruction he had put upon his 
Uncle's Will, wherein he was deſired to 
be kin! to them. 

He then ordered his Rent- Roll before 
him, and from old Rsvins gained Ex- 
planations of ſeveral Things to which 
he was a Stranger. He learnt where h., 
Eſtates ſeverally lay; how they were 
tenanted ; the Characters of his Tenants ; 
their Families, and how they were 

eſteemed 
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eſteemed to paſs in the World, with 
each of their ſeveral Arrears, and Ro- 
bins's private Opinion of thoſe who were 
molt ſo, as to what had been the Occa- 
ſion of it, and which of them were 
moſt like to ſucceed in their Holdings, 
from any little Indu!gencies to them. 

Having gained as pertect an Inſight 
into theſe Affairs as he was able, he had 
a Debate with himſelf, who it ſhoul:! 
be, that could moſt properly fall under 
the gencral Terms in Ins Uncle's Will, 
of his Dependants; nor could he reſolve 
theſe Dependants into any other than 
his Tenants, he not being able to dil- 
cover any ſettled Penſioners he had, or 
other Pcrtons whom he uſually relieved ; 
therctore as ſuch ot his Tenants who 
had been long behind Hand in their Pay- 
ments, might be ſaid to have depended 
upon his Bounty for their Subſiſtance 
during that Time; fo, having made 
himſelt thoroughly acquainted with their 
ſeveral Conditions, he ſent tor them one 
by one to atterd him. 

The poor Creature that firſt waited 
upon him, had rented his little Farm of 
thirty-ſeven Pounds a Year, for near 
twenty Years paſt, as he told him; and 
appealed 
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ed to Mr. Robins, if he had not 
for ſeveral of the firſt Years paid his 
Rent conſtantly, one half Year under 
another ; but about fifteen Years before,

He added, it his I Jonour 
ſhould pleaſe to conſider him a little 
longer, he muſt beg him not to inſiſt 
upon any very ſpeedy Payment: For 
that being Debtor both to the Parſon, 
and the Pariſh Officers, he had. been 
tircatened with a Diltreſs trom thele, 
and a Suit from him, in caſe he co 
not with them very ſpeedily ; thoug! 
if his Honour would ſpare him till — 
halt 
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half Year, he ſhould be clear of them 
all, and would then begin to pay him. 

I ſuppoſe, ſaid ee, amongſt lo many 
Children, you muſt be in a Strait, for 
want of many Nceceilarics for them, 
which your next halt Years Payment to 
me mult abridg- them ot. He did not 
concern himtit about that, he aid; his 
Children muſt hive as he could provide 
for them ; but let them make wat init 
they would, he was relolvid, at the 
Time he hid Fxcd, to pay his J. and- 
lord forne Morey, and implorec lum to 
have katie vith hin till then: For 


the poor V. teten tem irg, nucged no 
leſs, clian tnat he had been icnt to, to 
be th reatened with a Diſtreſs ior the 
Arrears. 

The poor Man, little imagining that 
Toe was no leis affected by his Tale, 
than hin elf at his own Circumltances, 
had now ended his Story, and waited 
only for the oppreflive Doom of his 
Landlord's Sentence; when 7ce. calling 
for Pen and Paper, wrote him a Receipt 
for five Years Rent, ending at Laay- 


Day, then next enſuing. This he gave 


him; the Fellow, unable to expound] its 
Contents himſclt, deſired his Maſter 
Robins 
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Robins to read it to him; but no ſooner 
was he appriſcd of its Meaning, than he 
was upon his Knees before Joe, praying 
for cvery Bleſſing to attend him, both 
in this World, and in the next; inſo- 
much that ce could ſcarce bear up 
through the whole Scene ; he however 
compelled him at laſt to riſe, and go- 
vern his Paſſion; and then taking out 
his Purſe, 7ce asked him what was due 
from him to the Parſon and the Pariſh ? 
And this Joe alſo gave him, at the ſame 
Time demanding, ot him, whether there 
was any Thing clic that lay heavy upon 
him, beyond his Ability to diſcharge? 
to which the poor Man anſwering no, 
Joe gave him ten Guineas, that he 
might have ſomewhat betore hand ; but 
withal, 7oe told him, that from thence- 
forwards, he muſt expect him to pay 
his Rent conſtantly, as it ſhould become 
due : For that undoubtedly, he ſhould 
in future meet with Objects, as deſerv- 
ing of his Compaſſion as himſelf; and 
that if others paid not him his due, it 
would be a Reſtrant upon his Commi— 
ſeration 1or them too.

would he contribute to the idle or waſte- 
ful Perſon, but be as rigid with him as 
any Man breathing ſhould. 

Joe having made this Man as happy 
as the Nature of his Circumſtancas would 
bear, ſent him home to his Farm, whilſt 
he examined into the Circumſtances of 
others, all of whom he relieved, ſome 
at a much larger, others at a leſs Ex- 
pence, ſave one or two, who were re- 

reſented to him as notorious Spend- 
thrifts, who had large Families, and yet 
would harbour in Alchouſes, and ſpend 
whatever they got, whilſt their Wives 
and Children were ſtarving. Theſe 7c: 
routed about, and by all lawtul Methods 
forced his Due from them, which he 
would again drop, privately, into the 
Hands of their honeſt Wives, to tlie 
Support of their Families, unknown to 

their Husbands. 
_ Having thus gone through all his poor 
Tenants; one Day, as he and Kc 
were talking over the Eſtate, Rcbins tel 
him, he mult not continue to be long o 
liberal to Mankind as he had been; lor 
that it he did, he would ſoon find his 
Income to decreae ſo, that he would be 
Obliged 
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obliged to retrench in his Houſhold 
Expences. 

thank thee, Robins, ſaid Joe; for 
that I believe thy Advice proceeds from 
the Heart : But, if you was but capable 
of feeling the Lxquiſiteneſs of the De- 
light I enjoy, at the Performance of any 
really uſetul and beneficial Act, that in- 
vigorates the very Soul of an oppreſſed 
Fellow-Creature, and cauſes him to lift 
up his Heart in Praiſes to his Maker, 
and mine, were you worth Millions, you 
would think them a trifling Price tor 
thole Joys. | 

As to my houſhold Expences, added 
he, they are for the major Part unne- 
ceſlary ; and when proper Subjects pre- 
ſent to withdraw my annual Revenue, 
beyond what they will admit, I purpoſe 
to retrench them. 

Thou knoweſt, Robins, added Fee, 
that | have ten Horles conſtantly in the 
Stable, tor the Coach, beſides Nags for 
the Saddle; now tell me, wrore it not 
better, and more commendable in the 
Eye v1 Man, as well as recommendable 
of mylclt to my Maker, that I ſhould 
keep ten impotent human Creatures, who 
by Reatun of their Age or Iiutirmitics, 


Ale 
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are languiſhing under the moſt indigent 
Circumſtances, for want of thoſe Ne- 
ceſſaries that my Horſckeeping would 
provide them with ? Then ſhall I rather 
be at Charges tor keeping that Horſe, 
which any other Perſon will keep, to 
whom I ſhall transfer my Property in 
him, than ſome poor, honeſt, but penny- 
leſs Fellow-Creature, whom no one elle 
will ſuſtain? 

I am of Opinion, added he, that for 
as much as a Man is a more worthy 
Creature than a Beaſt, ſo much more 
worthy an Act will it be in me to main- 
tain a Man than a Beaſt. I cannot ſay, 
anſwered Robins, but in the true Nature 
of 1 hings, you are right, Sir. And can 
there any right Judgment be made other- 


wiſe than from that? ſaid Joe. I don't 


know how to expreſs myſelt, ſaid Robins; 
but all does not ſeem to be right, when 
Gentlemen ot good Eſtates don't live 
accordingly. 

Prithce ! ſaid Joe, what meaneſt thou 
by living accordingly ? I ſuppoſe you 
would have ſaid, that they who have 
good Iſtates ſhould ſpend them.

gratctully repay my Good- M 10 0 them. 
Why ſhould I be bound to drive n; . 
Coah with a Set, adden ce, becauiꝝ 
many of my Neighbours do? Nay why 
ih vuld not they rather r oe bound 0M rive 
with a ſingle Pair, as I ſbon intend. to 
co?
